Young Mr. McCall, with noticeable emo- 
tion, announced that it would be his fa- 
ther’s last word to the public. 

“*Father wished me to make this state- 
ment,’”’ said Mr. McCall to-night, ‘‘ by 
reason of the fact that many of the news- 
pepers have distorted the facts concern-/ 
ing his condition to such an extent that 
he deems it wise to issue it. I want to 
Say at the outset that at no time has fa- 
ther’s mind been clouded. He has full 
possession of all his mental faculties and 
talks and thinks as clearly as ever. 

“He realizes his precarious condition, 
talks about it, and is resigned. He is pre- 
pared to die. I talked with him at length 
this morning and he wants the public to 
understand a few things which will per- 
haps interest all and clear up some mis- 
understanding and confusion. We all } 
appreciate the gravity of his condition, | 
except Mrs. McCall, who does not under- | 
stand that the end is near. Father said / 
to me this morning: 

“*T realize that I'm a very sick man, | 
and that I’m facing death. If it is God's | 
will that I should go I’m ready. I have | 
lived a clean life. I have lived the human 
life as I saw it-and thought it best. No/| 
man, woman, or child can say that I ever 
wronged him or her, as the case may be. 
I have never harmed any one.’”

his illness has not impaired his intellect 
and he is as bright and cheerful as 
could be expected under the circum- 
stances. Several of us talked with him 
this morning, and he was resigned to the 
end, which must come soon. 

“ What he wishes to deny most specifi- 
cally and most emphatically is that the 
Andrew Hamilton incident or the insur- 
ance matter generally is responsible for 
his condition. He is satisfied with the” 
manner in which he has lived, and feels 
that he has done no One a wrong. I hope 
that it will be my lot to live as clean a 
life as father’s.” 

Mr. McCall's physicians hold out no hope 
to-night of his ultimate recovery. They 
say that his life hangs in the balance, and 
that while he may live for days or weeks 
he may pass away at any moment. It 
was said that Mr. McCall had a sinking 
spell this morning but rallied, and to-night 
is resting rather easily. 

The Rev. Father Richard Crean of St. 
Michael’s Cathedral of West End, N. J., 
called on Mr. McCall to-night and re- 
mained with him for an hour. He said 
that Mr. McCall was at rest and his con- 
dition was not immediately dangerous.

Ex-Congressman Jefferson M. Levy, who 
has just arrived in London, bought the 
property 97 and 99 Maiden Lane by wire- 
less from his cabin on the Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse in midocean. 


The liner sailed early on Tuesday morn- 


ing of last week, and just as he was wind- 
ing up his affairs at his office on Monday 
afternoon, Mr. Levy had the Maiden Lane 
property submitted to him by a broker. 
He thought well of it, particularly as he 
already owned the adjoining buildings at 
93 and 95, but there was not time enough 
to arrange the terms of the deal before 
the next morning. 

Negotiations with Mr. Levy were kept 
up, however, through the Marconi station 
at Nantucket, and later through that at 
Sable Island.

TO THE MINERS TO-DAY 


Will Refuse 10 Per Cent. Increase 
and the 8-Hour Day, 


Scales Committee and Coal Operators 
to Discuss Dispute This Afternoon 
—Independents on Hand.

President Mitchell refused to state yes- 
| terday what the demands were or give 
|any definition of what the miners mean 
by recognition of the union. So far as is 
known the principal demands, as passed 
on at the Shamokin conference, which 
| may be modified, are: 

1. A trade agreement between the operators 
and the unions, which will be a full and com- 
plete recognition of the union. 

2. A reconstruction of the present Concilia- 

| tion Board, so that each of the three anthra- 
cite districts shall have a separate and dis- 
| tinct board, the composition of the three Con- 
cillation Boards to be determined by the oper- 
ators and district officers of the union, 

3. An eight-nour workday for all classes of 
labor, . skilled and unskilled, working in 
and about the mines. 

4. A 10 per cent. increase in wages, without 
exception, to all classes of workers, to in- 
clude the employes of the independent colleries 
as well as the coal-carrying railroads. 

| 5. A settlement of many minor grievances ex- 
| isting in the various classes of labor in the 
|} anthracite districts which the Conciliation 
Board has been unable to adjust under the 
award of the anthracite commission. 


There has been much discussion about 
| what the miners will do when the de- 
mands they will make are réfused. Dolan 
has said that Mitchell has all along 
known that the mine workers will not 
| strike but will be satisfied if they secure 

a& renewal of the present agreement. 
Shrewd observers of what has been trans- 
piring in the ranks of the officials of 
the mine workers have given it as their 
opinion that there will be no strike and 
that a working arrangement with some 
modifications to meet present exigencies, 
will be agreed to. 

Though no formal meeting of the presi- 
dents of the coal carrying companies was 
held yesterday, it was learned that they 
came to a final understanding as to what 
reply they will make. They have al- 
ready stated very emphatically that the 
union will not be recognized in the sense 

}of agreeing to.employ only members of 
the union, though they are willing to 
make an agreement signed by officers of 
the United Mine Workers representing all 
the mine workers in the anthracite dis- 
itricts, union and non-union. This is the 
| sort of agreement that was entered into 
when the anthracite strike commission 
| was appointed. 

None of the officers of the union was 
| willing to define yesterday what they 
;meant by recognition of the union. They 
said that they would not talk until after 
the conference. 

As to the eight-hour workday, the ope- 
rators take the stand that the miners 
work less than eight hours and that they 
will not grant the eight-hour workday to 
the rest of the mine workers. Some of the 
men who are classed as mine workers 
do very unimportant work, especially at 
the breakers. Neither will they grant an 
increase of 10 per cent. in wages, which 
they say would mean a necessary increase 

in the price of coal. 

The conference will probably take place 

in the offices of the ‘Temple Coal and

During the day President Mitchell went

burg. When Mitchell returned he said 
McKay will not be able to attend the 
| conference to-day. A man who followed 
| Mitchell a good deal was set down as a 
private detective. Some of the miners 
here thought he was an emissary of 
Dolan, but others insisted that he was 
employed by the coal-carrying companies. 

Mitchell would not discuss the Ietter 
regarding the controversy with Dolan 
which he sent to Vice President Lewis, 
who is in Pittsburg. He said, however, 
that he would stand for the letter, 
Mitchel did a good deal of talking over 
the long-distance telephone to people in 
Wilkesbarre and other places yesterday.

Assemblyman Wainwright, who repre- 
sents one of the Westchester districts, 
was present when the charge was made. 
Later he pronounced it untrue, and said 
that Mr, Henderson possibly had been 
stirred up by his differences with Mr. 
Ward. 

Senator Brackett had declared the hear- 
ing on the judicial bill closed, when Hen- 
derson, who up to that time had only 
asked a few questions of those who ap- 
peared to advocate the bill, arose and 
asked to be heard for a moment.

EDITOR OF PUNCH RESIGNS. 


Sir Francis Burnand Has Been with 
the Paper for Forty-four Years. 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—Sir Francis Bur- 
nand has resigned the editorship of 
Punch. He has been associated with that 
periodical for forty-four years, and has 
edited it for a quarter of a century. He 
will be succeeded by Owen Seaman, at 
present Assistant Editor. 

Sir Francis’s resignation, which is due 
to advancing age, was announced by him- 
self at the regular Wednesday dinner of 
The Punch staff. 


When, in 1883, at the age of 46, Francis 
Cowley Burnand was appointed editor of 
Punch, it’ was predicted that the duties 
connected with that position would pre- 
vent him from continuing to produce orig- 
inal work in anything like the same 
quantity as he had hitherto done. 

This prediction has not been fulfilled. 
'Sir Francis Burnand published a large 
number of volumes after he became head 
of the company which sat every week 
‘round the famous ‘‘ Mahogany Tree,”’ 
but he produced nothing that equaled 
the success of his earlier books—‘'Moke- 
anna,” and the first series of ‘* Happy 
Thoughts,’’ for instance. 

But if Sir Francis’s later parodies and 
plays were, perhaps, not up to the stand- 
ard of his earlier pieces, the standard of 
Punch remained as high as ever under his 
editorship, and, indeed, it is probable that 
it reached its highest point fifteen years 
ago, when Du Maurier, Keene, and Ten- 
niel were all working for the paper. 

Owen Seaman is well known as the au- 
thor of ‘‘ Horace at Cambridge,’ and 
other books of humorous verse.

Rumors About Lawson’s Plans. 


Publication of the fact that Samuel 
Untermyer would become counsel for the 
committee of Governors and others, which 
Thomas W. Lawson has been forming to 
take over the proxies he has gathered 
from policy holders of the Mutual and 
(New York Life Insurance Companies, 
caused a stir downtown yesterday. Al- 
most immediately rumors started around 
the financial district, which, so far as 
they could be investigated, were found 
to be without foundation. One of these 
was that Stuyvesant Fish had been asked 
to head the Policy Holders’ Committee. 
It was learned that no offer of any kind 
had been made to Mr. Fish. 

Mr. Fish's position, as he has expressed 
it to friends, is that, being a member 
of a committee appointed by the Mutual's 
Trustees to investigate that company, he 
could not consider any other offer having 
the remotest connection with life insur- 
ance, even if it were made to him. 

Mr. Lawson, in Boston, issued a state- 
ment yesterday saying that he had not 
yet withdrawn from the committee which 
s to receive his proxies, Mr. Untermyer 
has made it a condition of his serving 
that Mr. Lawson should eliminate him- 
self entirely when the committee began 
its work. Mr. Lawson added to his Bos- 
|ton statement yesterday a repetition of 
his declaration that it had all along been 
his intention to withdraw absolutely from 
the committee when it was completed, 
which, he believed, would be in a short 
time. 


A CONCESSION BY FRANCE. 


Contention of American’ Insurance 
Companies Is Upheld. 


PARIS, Feb, 14.—The French Govern- 
ment has made a notable concession to 
the American insurance companies where- 
by the new insurance law will not be ap- 
plied so as tg affect their interests in- 
juriously. This closes a long and ani- 
, mated controversy. 

The insurance law permitted the Gov- 
ernment to require foreign companies to 
deposit French securities as a guarantee 
for the payment of French policies, The 
| American companies agreed to —— 
French bonds covering their future bus!- 
ness, but they objected to making an 
enormous purchase of French_ securities 
covering their past business. The Minis- 
ter of Commerce strenuously insisted on 
deposits on past business, approximately 
| $20,000,000. 
| The Government has now waived this 
stipulation on condition that the com- 
|} panies publicly announce that their past 
| business is guaranteed by American se- 
icurities and not by French securities.

Company Won’t Build Subways; 
Unless It Can Operate Them.

'METZ IS AGAINST THE BILL 


Says Its Passage Would Be a Serious | 
Blow to the City—Criticises 
M. O. Radicals. 


| No bid will be made by the Interbor- 
j ough-Metropolitan merger interests for} 
| the construction of additional subways if| 
| the Elsberg Rapid Transit act passes the | 
| Legislature and becomes a law. An- 
|neuncement to this effect was made yes- | 
| terday by a representative of the merged | 
companies. Advance knowledge of this; 
dctermination on the part of the Ryan-/; 
Belmont interests is said to have been 
responsible for the opposition of the Rapid! 
Transit Commission to the measure. 

; The Interborough-Metropolitan people 
{let it be known plainly that theirs is an 
; operating company, and is not in the con- 
; tracting business, and, therefore, has no 
| interest in building subways unless it is 
|to get a‘lease of them for a reasunable 
period of years. 

“It would be impossible for a big in- 
terest to bid on subway construction un- 
|der the Elsberg bill,”’ said a representa- 
tive of the Interborough-Metropolitan 
system yesterday. ‘‘ The city has all the } 
best of the present situation anyway, and | 
a bidder for the next contract could ex- | 
pect nothing in the long run except 4 per 
| cent. interest on the investment. The Els- 
| berg bill is framed for the sole purpose 
of enabling the radicals to force municipal | 
operation of the next subway, and it is 
clearly up to the city to say if this er 


be done.”’ 

According to Interborough-Metropolitar 
officials, a complete east and west side 
subway, looping around the Battery and 
giving a comprehensive subway service, 
could not be constructed by the city for 
less than $80,000,000. That private inter- 
ests could build the same subway for 
$00,000,000 they admit, but private bid- 
ders would not have to contend with the 
eight-hour law. The city also would be 
obliged to equip its own subway, probably 
at a cost of $25,000,000. 

‘I don't blame the Interborough-Metrdé 
politan people at all for the stand they 
have taken,’ declared Controller Metz 
when he heard of the announcement, 
“The passage of the Elsberg bill would 
be a serious blow to the city and it would 
in:pose conditions that no priyate inter- 
ests would meet. The city, of course, 
would have to meet those conditions and 
vould find itself millions of dollars the 
loser thereby. It. would simply mean an- 
other case of sticking the city for every- 
thing in sight for the experimental ideas 
of a lot of people who do not know what 
they want. 

‘“‘In the first place, I have not the 
slightest idea where the city would get 
its money to build subways with, but I 
suppose Our municipal ownership friends 
would waive a small matter like that. 
Then, too, it would cost the city millions 
more to build and millions more to oper- 
ate than private interests would have to 
pay. This, however, is what usually hap- 
pens in municipal affairs. 1 am distinctly 
in favor of ailowing private capital to 
bulld all the subways they want to if 
they build with their own money and the 
properties revert to the city free after a 
reason ie period of operation, as is the 
case with the present Subway. The Els- 
berg bill, if enacted, would set subway 
building in this town back ten to fifteen 
years and would be a blow from every 
standpoint. Let the subways be built at 
once, and by private capital. Then realty 
values will increase, property will ad- 
vance, and other public improvements 
will not be held up.” 

Fearful that the passage of the Elsberg 
bill may mean that outlying property 
will be damaged and subways wiil not be 
constructed for many years to come, prop- 
erty owners of the Bronx and of Queens 
are organizing to fight the measure. Cord 
Meyer has already got a big following 
among the realty interests in Queens, and 
they will go to the Legislature next week 
ia opposition to the bill. Civic bodies are 
being formed there in conjunction with 
the Meyer movement. Ex-President 
James L, Wells of the Tax Board is doing 
the same thing in the Bronx, and expects 
to have the backing of some of the civic 
organizations of that borough in the fight. 
Brooklyn also is expected to join in the 
mcovement. 

Leaders of the Hearst Municipal Owner- 
ship movement yesterday expressed some 
doubts of the sincerity of William M. 
Ivins in his fight for 
One of them said 
Ivins’s connections in the past had been 
largely of a corporation nature and that 
he was a friend and had had business re- 
lations with August Belmont. The Hearst 
men intimated that they might find it 
necessary to cut loose from Mr. 
in their support of the measure, 

Last night the City Club made public 
the text of a letter which had been sent 
to Senator White, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Cities Committee, in opposition to the 
Elsberg bill. Accompanying the _ letter 
was a substitute bill prepared by Messrs. 
Rives and Hinrichs, on the lines published 
yesterday. The club strongly opposes the 
feature of the bill compelling the Rapid 
Transit Commission to let separate con- 
tracts for construction and operation, in- 
stead of leaving such a separation to the 
judgment of the board. Especial atten- 
tion is directed to the proposition ad- 
vanced by ex-Senator Ford, to the

eration, and reserving power in the com- | 
mission to operate and power in the city 
to equip. Legislation also is urged to 
take from the city debt all account of

NEW MOVE TO OUST DOLAN. 


Mitchell Starts It by Letter Accusing 
Him of Falschood. 
PITTSBURG, Feb. 14.-The Pittsburg | 


district convention of mine workers took 
a step this afternoon to undo the cheatin 
of President Dolan and Vice President 
Bellingham last Saturday. The minutes 
of the session were recalled and by unan- 
imous yote the delegates disapproved the 
portion containing the report of the tellers 
showing the election of both men. 

The action followed the reading of a let- 
ter from John Mitchell, President of the 
United Mine Workers, sent to clear up|} 
questions about his attitude on the mat-| 
ter. The letter says: 

“TI hold that a regular district conven- | 


tion has full power to impeach and re-| 
move from office any officer who may | 
be charged with neglect of duty, disobe- 
dience in office, or violation of instruc- 
tions. The meeting now being held in 
Pittsburg is the regular annual convention 
of the miners of that field; the delegates 
there represent and speak for the mem- 
bership; they are the supreme power. ' 

“It is not my intention at this time to] 
make reply to the statement issued—al- 
though not written—by Mr. Dolan, which 
appeared in various papers, more than to 
say that his allegation that I said to him 
during the Pittsburg convention of the 
American Federation of Labor that I 
should be well satisfied with a renewal 
of the present agreement. is a deliberate, 
malicious, and premeditated falsehood. 
No statement was made by me to him 
at Pittsburg or anywhere else. 

‘*T certainly should not have gone to 
Pittsburg and divulged my ae to one 
who has for years been unfriendly to my 
administration. Since the adjournment of 
the international convention I have re- 
trained studiously from discussing public- 
ly the affairs of the organization, and 
have allowed to pass unchallenged many 
aspersions and reflections upon myself. 
It is my intention, however, at the proper 
time and in the proper place to reply 
to all of these."’ 


WHITE BUSY AT ALGECIRAS. 


America Trying Hard to Settle the 
Franco-German Dispute. 


ALGECIRAS, Feb. 14.—Yesterday’s op- 
timism regarding the outcome of the Mo- 
roccan Conference appears to have been 
as greatly exaggerated as was Monday’s 
pessimism. It must be understood that 
one conversation will not suffice to settle 
the Franco-German difficulties, but it is 
a fact that negotiations are progressing 
with the same good prospects of success 
which have always existed, 

The efforts of disinterested powers, par- 
ticularly the United States and italy, 
have become very active in the last three 
days toward obtaining a satisfactory ar- 
rangement of the Questions of the State 
Bank and the police, both of which form 
the subjects of conversations between the 
delegates of the powers directly inter- 
ested. 

The German delegates are fully aware 
of the fact that France considers that 
control of the police is absolutely neces- 
sary to her position on the Mediterranean 
and as a Mussulman Power. The admis- 
sion of that fact as an absolute condition 
is necessary to the success of the confer- 
ence, and the dininterested powers will 
seek if possible to find concessions in 
other directions. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—All that can 
be ascertained at the State Department as 
to the reported intention of Ambanentet | 
White to submit a proposition to the 
Algeciras Conference which will be ac- 
ceptable to both the German and French 
representatives is that the Ambassador's 
basic instructions look to the extension | 
of his good offices whenever they can be 
prudently offered in order to prevent a 
failure of the conference. 

It is believed at the State Department 
that there is a middle ground between the 
extreme French and German views upon 
which both parties may be brought to- 
gether, and it is not doubted that Mr. 
White will endeavor to bring about a 
compromise if there is promise of success 
attending his efforts. 


CIRCUS HUNT TO START MAY 1. 


American Owners to be Independent 
of European Animal Dealers. 


Another important step was taken yes- 
terday afternoon in the plan of the Ameri- 
can circus owners to make themselves in- 
dependent of European animal importers 
and to obtain their zoological specimens at 
first hand. ‘ 

A meeting of circus managers was held 
at the headquarters of the Barnum & 
Bailey Circus, in Thirty-fourth Street, for 
the purpose of hearing the report of John 
Ringling, one of the proprietors of Ring- 
ling Brothers’ Circus, who arrived on the 
Kaiser Wilhelm Il. Tuesday, after spend- 
ing several weeks in England and on the 
Continent. 

Mr. Ringling said that he and George O. 
Starr, European Director of the Barnum | 
& Bailey show, had met with unexpected } 
success in hiring hunters to lead the pro- 
posed expeditions into Central Africa and 
Northern India, and that the first expe- 
dition would leave Cairo May 1. This 
was decided on by the circus owners. 
Other expeditions will be sent out as rap- 
idly as they can be organized. 

The American expeditions will have the 
advantage of unlimited capital and char- 
acteristic American ‘“ push,” and it is 
confidently expected that the supply of 
wild animals will not only be increased, 
but also that many little-known wild 
beasts will be added to the collections in 
the United States. Ultimately it is ex- 
pected to create a clearing house for wild 
animals on this side of the ocean, from | 
which all the circuses, large and small, 
may be supplied. 


MANN HEARING DRAGS ALONG. 


Handwriting Expert Still Under Fire 
—Counsel in a Tilt. 


The hearing on the perjury charges 
against Col. William d‘Alton Mann, editor 
of Town Topics,’ was continued before/| 
Justice McAvoy yesterday with A. E. 
Osborn, the Rochester handwriting ex- 
pert, on the stand.

Mr. Belmont Tells Welfare Work- 
ers of the Idea.

PLAN MEETS 


H. H. Vreeland and Others Make 
Speeches at Meeting of the 
Civic Federstion. 


Federation of New York, at 
its annual meeting last evening in the 
Avenuc Hotel, determined to enter 
thoroughly into the sphere of ‘‘ Welfare 
Work.” 

A resolution was adopted providing for 
the appointment of a committee to be 
ecmposed of employers, labor representa- 
tives, and representatives of the genera) 
public, to confer with the Welfare De- 
partment of the National Civic Federa- 
tion, as well as sub-committees, to give 
consideration to improving the condition 
of employes in New York City and in the 
d:fferent trades in the vicinity. 

August Belmont, the President of the 
National Civic Federation, and, as Presi- 
dent of the Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company and head of the Interborough- 
Metropolitan traction interests, the larg- 
est employer of labor in New York, was 
so interested in the subject that he dis- 
obeyed his physician, who had ordered 
him, because of a slight indisposition, 
to stay at home. He was present through- 


out the meeting and made a speech. 
Charles A. Moore, chief executive of 


the New York branch of the Federation, 
presided at the meeting, which followed 
an informal reception and a_ dinner. 
Among those present were Calvin F. Or- 
cutt, President. of the Newport News 
Shipbuilding Company; H. H. Vreeland, 
President of the New York City Rallroad 
Company; Otto M. Eidlitz, R. P. Rowe 
of the National Lead Company, Samuel 
M. Curwen, Orrin 8. Goan of the National 
Biscult Company, C. U. Carpenter, Presi- 
dent of the Herring-Hall-Marvin Safe 
Company; William J. Clark of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, Oscar 8. Straus, 
James Speyer, Richard Watson Gilder, 
Herman Ridder, John J. McCook, Homer 
Folks, Charles P. Neill, United States 
Commissioner of Labor; Dr. Joseph 
Silverman, Charles A. Conant, David 
Blaustein, and many leaders of organized 
labor. 

There were as many labor speakers, be- 
fore the evening was over, as there were 
speakers representing the employers and 
the general public, and not one of them 
failed to express himself with the utmost 
frankness. Conditions in New York fac- 
tories and in the different fields of out- 
side labor were told of by workers with- 
out the slightest reserve, and the reve- 
lations, some of them, created a pro- 
found impression. 

President Moore, in his address paid a 
tribute to the intelligent workmen who, 
he said, did not ‘care to be treated as 
wards or dependents, but to be advised 
with ard consulted about bettering their 
condition. 

H. H. Vreeland, Chairman of the wel- 
fare department of the National Civic 
Federation, told of his experience in wel- 
fare work among the 6,000 employes of 
the street railway he manages. 
and club rooms were established and were 
an instant success. A relief association to 
help employes when sick also proved a 
great success. 

John S. Huyler and Orrin S. Goan, both 
large employers of labor, told of the pro- 
visions that had been made for their em- 
ployes and how much good had been done. 
Ex-Commissioner McAdoo, who was kept 
away by a severe cold, sent a lengthy let- 
ter on the subject of ‘‘ The Necessity of 
Providing Better Accommodations for Po- 
licemen.”’ The present ‘station houses, he 
said, were a disgrace. 

Homer Folks, President New York City 
Visiting Committee of the State Chari- 
ties Aid Association, declared that as an 
employer the City of New York, through 
its Department of Public Charities, ranges 
from fair to indescribably bad. Probably 
in no other branch or department of the 
City Government are such wretchedly 


inadequate salaries paid as in the city’s 
hospitals and other institutions. 

No less than six labor representatives 
spoke. They were Timothy Healy, Presi- 
dent of the International Brotnerhood of 
Stationary Firemen; Jesse P. Larimer of 
the International Association of Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers; Thomas B. 
Lavey of the Iron Molders’ Conference 
Board; John J. Flynn of the Metal Pol- 
ishers and Architectural Bronze Workers; 
Herman Robinson of the Theattical Em- 
ployes, and Edward Gould of the Team- 
sters. 

Mr. Belmont was then called upon. He 
said in part: ‘*‘ My interest in the subject 
before you to-night was such as to impel 
me to disobey my doctor's instructions, 
for he had told me to remain at home.

As a matter of fact, 
however, these papers are solely owned 
and controlled by the natives, and their 
nominal foreign proprietors have nothing 
to say except in case the publications are 
interfered with by the Chinese authorities. 
The same thing may be said of the Chi- 
nese papers published by Japanese pro- 
prietors. They are subject neither to Chi- 
nese laws nor to Japanese press regula- 
tions as applied at home, and as a rule 
they are beyond the control of our Gov- 
ernment authorities. Therefore, if some 
of the Chinese papers issued by the Japa- 
nese proprietors are making any agitation, 
it does not follow as a matter’ of course 
that it is instigated by the Japanese. 

That our public are not supporting or 
sympathizing with the Chinese in their 
anti-foreign movements is proved by the 
facts that the leading papers in Japan are 
strongly advising China against such ac- 
tion. They dre explaining to the Chinese 
how much more beneficial it would be for 
China to have the open door and invite 
forsigners to invest their capital for the 
development of their business and in- 
dustry. 

The charges that Chinese young men 
who have studied in Japan are employed 
by the Japanese Government for agitation 
against Americans and Europeans is too 
absurd to need any refutation.

“Honest” Says They Agreed That Fines 
Should Be Imposed for Pensions. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

When the law was passed granting pensions

Meters as Water Savers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read an editorial of one of your contempo- 
raries advocating the plan to meter this city in 
order to prevent the continuance of the pres- 
ent tremendous waste of water and to solve 
the question of a future water supply. I would 
like to.add that the meter system has been 
introduced into a great many cities, and the 
result in every instance has been to teduce the 
consumption of water. 

Some five years ago the situation in Sara- 
toga was very similar to that now existing In 
New York. Saratoga, with a resident popula- 
tion of 12,000, was using over 5,000,000 gallons 
of water daily. Every year the Water Com- 
mission turned new streams into the reservoir, 
tut the supply continued insufficient. 

As the expense of obtaining more water 
would have been very great the commission 
dec'ded to test the meter system as a water 
saver. Meters were installed throughout the 
village at an expense of $50,000. The effect 
was immediate. The open faucets were quickly 
closed and the daily consumption of 5,000,000 


| gallons was reduced to 1,500,000 gallons.

Partly because a new elevator boy be- 
came confused Nathan Serber, who was 
instructing him in his work, was in- 
stantly killed, and Hans Delius, a por- 
ter, was seriously injured in the Mount 
Sinai Hospital late yesterday afternoon.

AS a result of the announcement yester- 
day of the nature of-.the Amalgamated 
Copper-Heinze “ deal’’ and of formal ac-

Copper sold off 8% points and Anaconda

on Feb. 1 was at the rate of more than 
25,000,000 tons a year compared with last 
year’s output of about 23,000,000 tons. 
A monthly average production equal to 
the actual output in January would re- 
sult in a total production this year of 
| 24,816,000 tons. 

Discussing the continued activity in 
steel and iron, The Iron Age says in its 
issue of to-day: 

The United States Steel Corporation for the 
past seven weeks has had eighty-eight out of 
eighty-nine furnaces in blast, and now has 
eighty-seven active, since the blowing out of 
Every furnace af- 
filiated with the Bessemer Pig Iron Association 
is now going. 

The condition of the iron market, in brief, is 
:one of steadiness and strength, without the re- 
currence of record buying which characterized 
so many weeks in the second half of 1905. 
Though new buying is smaller than in such 
| weeks, some mills are still booking more ma- 
| terial than they are delivering. Premiums for 
early delivery are less than they were,,and in 
some cases have disappeared. 

In respect to tin plates, sheets, wire prod- 
ucts, and pipe the situation is unusual. At 
this time of year the plants of the Steel Cor- 
| poration in these lines ordinarily accumulate 
stock against the Spring demand. This year 
accumulation has been impossible. Of the cor- 
poration’s sheet mills, 100 per cent. were in 
operation last week, and of tin plate mills 90 
per cent., steel not being available at all. 

Foreign steel markets show § increasing 
strength, and recently for the first time prices 
in finished lines abroad have risen to a parity 
with those‘ on this side, 
higher. 

Structural business, both current and pros- 
pective, is far beyond precedent or expecta- 
tion. In the territory immediately tributary to 
Pittsburg 100,000 tons of steel will be required 
for work now being figured on. Plans have 
come forward fully a month earlier than usual. 
In New York City the bulk of the 200,000 tons 
under negotiation ig expected to be placed by 
early Spring. 

Railroads continue to place supplementary 
orders, though original contracts were thought 
to cover this year’s needs. Among such buy- 
ing contracts the past week are 5,300 tons for 
the Boston and Maine, 12,500 for the Penn- 
sylvania, and 5,000 tons for the Chesapeake 
and Ohio. Trolley lines bought 15,000 tons in|!

The approach of the annual labor confer- 
ences between lake shippers and the various 
unions projects the possibility of a tie-up into 
the ore situation.

STILL ANOTHER BOND ISSUE. 


Mexican Central Flotation Will Prob- 
ably Be Announced To-day.
